MONTENIGRINS AND-ALBANIANS. - 
“Tho hereditiry antagonism of the high- 

» Janders of Albania and Montenegro has de- 
ascended through centuries of raids and forays 
and tho bitter memorion of the Auctuating 
Border wara which hava carried ench of theso 

« ‘hostilo racea in-,turn far into the ¢ Jor'’s 
“counlry. Tn early times, when Montonegro 
was named: Zetna, and was governed by o 
J+Pyince dopendent on a-Sorvian nronarch, it 
. formed part'of tho ancient Illyricum, and 
°* belonged tothe Tnbeates, of which Skodra, 
~ or Scutari was the capital. On the death of/ 
Skander-beg, in 1467, the Turks having over- 
yun Albania ond occupied Scutari, the then, 
Prince of Zctnn, Ivan Tzernoievich, finding 
himeolf threatened in the town of Zeabliak, 
. to which he hdd'rétreated, applied to Vonice 
forassistance, Fhilingin his appeal, he was 
thrown upon, his own! resources, and when, 
after avvaliant rosistance, ha snow the, im- 
possibility of withstanding bis powerful 
enemy, he’ abandoned the town of Zabliak 
and retired to x more secure and mountainous 
part of the country. He there fonndad-the 
convent of Cetti and translated the me- 
tropolitan eee to rhe'naw capital. But, during 
the following century; tha Turks obtained 
au influence in Montenegro, and many of the 
people, having embraced Islamism, entered 
the service of the Porte; and, for a time, 
Montenegro wis ragarded as’ part of the Pa- 
chalic of Seutari., In: 1628 Snlimav, Pacha 
of Scatari, advanced with a powerful army: 
from Albania to attack the intractable Mon- 
tenegrins, and, overcoming a most desperate 

.. , opposition, he ultimately penetrated to Cet- 
. -tinje, where’ he destroyed the céuveut; but 
ha was soon obliged to abandon the country 

~ and retire across the border, with the disgrace 
of being unable to subdue the people. Later 
on, in compliance with the orders of Peter 
the Great, the Monteucgrins, ‘in 1711," took 
up arms and made -several incursions into 
Albana, an affront which'the Porte promptly 
resented. by ordering Seraskier Abinet. Pacha, 

to march an army-of 60,000 men into Mon- 
.temegro, The battle which was fought in the 
following year was one of the most sanguin- 
ary’ that'hod hitherto taken place between 
the Montenegrins and the Tyrke, and the 
former gained a complete victory. . But the 
warriors of the Black Mountain were not 
_allowed to rest long undor the shadow of 
‘their laurels, for three years Inter tho Grand 
Vizier, Duman Pacha, at the head or 120,000 
men, invaded tho couatry in concert with the 
_pachas of Bosnia and Herzegoviris. . To, this 
formidable array the Montousrins offered a 
Mesperato resistance, until, overwheluied by 
nuwibere and defeated af Zirnik, thoy found 
thomselves unable to check the advance of the 
Turks, who once again penetrated to Cettinje. 
Daring. the tighter? the conflicts be- 

. tween armed bands of Montehegrins and Al- 
banians have been almost endless,—Illuatrated 
London News. :

Parduriud for this offenco on.acgount |, 
of his youth, ho got: into fresh trouble tho 
same year for joining a rebellion of the 
weavers of Lyons, and being found carrying |. 
a red flag on which were written the word 
“ Viereen travaillant ow rourir en combatt 
Pardoned,again after a couple of ra’ im- 
prisonment, he was implicated j Fieschi’s 
atlept upon the King’s life m 1835, and| 
thia time got a sentence. of m4 years: Bi 
jn 1938 ho escaped'from Teulon, and soon 
afterwards was: recaptured/nad sentenced to 
deuth for havo bocn ono of the accompticos 
of the regicidal plot orgapised by Barbés in 
1839. For tho next nine years nothing, more 
was heard of Incques Sinson, who having 
sean lis ‘sentence eummuted to twenty years’, 
etal servitude, was working out bis timo at 
Brett, with a red bonnet on bia bead anda 
green vost on his shoulders. . But in 1848 
the triumphant Republicans who had de- 
throned the'best king, and overthrown the 
moat. liberal system.of government which 
Franco ever bad, released all political priso- 
nora, and paraded them gloriously through 
the strectsof Parie-in cals. Jacques Sanson 
had. his seat, like othors, in a cabriolet hired 
at the State expense;-was refreshed with 
cold sausage and wine,nt the Hétel de Ville, 
and enjoyed the honour of having his hand 
shaken by a-‘member of the Provisional Go- 
verament. .Then he sedms ta have had 
twenty francs given him by way of helping 
him to get.on-in life ; but those sixteen shil- 
ling did not-keep him long out of mischief, 
for, in May; 1848, he had to kill a policoman 
in order to eacape apprehension after the 


the insurrection of Blanqui_aud others, who 
wanted to force the Logisiatiire to declare war 
against Russia for the liberation of Poland ; 
and in June, 1848, he was taken red-handed 
and wounded buhind ‘the barricade of the 
Bastille, where he had been. fighting for throe 
days in_ the cause of the Commune, under 
the red flag. Jacqiaes Sanson.was now son- 
teneed to penal servilude for life; but os he 
had been’ badly ‘wounded in ‘his, barricade 
fighting, the prison doctor, who attended 
him, took pity. on him,-and recommended him- 
fora pardon, which was granted bim in No- 
vember; 1851—just in'time to allow the in- 
corrigible rebel to join the Republicans ia 
their armed resistance .agaiost Louis Napo- 
leon’s “Coup d’Etat” in Decomber, 1851, and 
to gat sentenced once inore to penal sorvituds 
for life in January, 1852. After this’ last 
affair, Jacques Sanson was. transported to. 
Cayenne, und remained there cight years, 
bub when the Italian war was- over,’ ‘au 
amnesty Laving ‘been. proclaimed, bo. turned, 
to’ Frauve; and actually kept his liberty for 
nearly three years; that is until 1863; when 
he was brought to book for aiding in the plot 
of Greco, Trabuco, and Imperatore ngainat 
Napoleon III's life, and was packed off to. 
Algeria with a sentence of 20 years, Jacques 
Sansou’s next appearance, in public was after 


released, he Hastened to’ Paris,’ got: elected 
captain-of a company. of Gardes “Nationales 
on the strength of being a political convict, 
and soon afterwards incited his mento mutiny 
against. the Government of National Defege: 
and had’ to hide for bis life until the Com 
mune broke out, when ho reappeared, in. full! 
foreo with bis captain’s epaulets, and had the 
honour of fighting for seven weeks “among 
tho defenders’ of the. Fort d'lvry, while the 
loaders of the ‘insurrection were enjoying 
themselves with banquets and, jonkettings 
inside Paria. Having been seriously, almost 
wortally, wounded at the taking of the Fort 
d'Ivry;-Jacques Sanson ‘escaped summary. 
exoction, but was soon -after. sentenced to 
transportation for lifé within a fortress, and 
wae accordingly shipped off for the Island of 
Nou on-board a convict ship. ‘There bis 
judicial record ag regards convictions: came 
to an end; but the official of the Ministry of 
justice, who was studying his case, was sur- 
prised to find st the hottom of the fifth 
page this memorandum :—* Pardoned, De-. 
cember, 1079, on the intercession. of MM. A & 
B., Senators.” Z .
